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House May Kill Farm 
Bill Passed By Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate 
has 
passed 
over­ 
whelmingly a farm bill opposed 
by 
the Nixon 
administration, 
tying to it a $20,000-per-farmer 
annual subsidy limit criticized 
in the House. 
Friday’s 78-9 vote came after 
four days of debate. The legis­ 
lation was sent to the House 
where Chairman W. R. Poage 
of the Agriculture Committee, 
and Rep. B. F. Sisk, chairman 
of 
its 
Cotton 
Subcommittee, 
said Friday they were bitter 
about the $20,000 subsidy ceil­ 
ing. 
Poage of Texas, and Sisk, a 
Californian, said it might be 
better to abandon the legisla­ 
tion altogether and return to an 
earlier farm program they said 
was fairer to farmers. The two 
are Democrats. 
The $20,000 ceiling would re­ 
place the present $55,000 limit 
per crop for each grower. 
The proposal was offered by 
Sen. Birch Bayb, D-Ind., who 
said it would save up to $200 
million a year and would not 
hurt family farmers. Only big 
corporate growers would lose, 
he contended. His amendment 
was adopted 45 to 37. 
But 
Sen. 
Herman 
E. 
Tal- 
m adge, D-Ga., floor manager 
for the bill, said it would wreck 
the new farm program in the 
bill.

24 Hours Of 
LeMans Starts 
In France Today 
LE MAN’S. France (AP) — 
The Italian Ferrari team and 
France’s Matra-Simca wheel 
their racing sport cars out to­ 
day at the head of 55 starters 
for their long-awaited straight 
fight in the world’s most presti­ 
gious endurance race—the 24 
hours of Lc Mans. 
Two of the Italian cars form 
the front row for the rolling In­ 
dianapolis-type start at 11 a.m. 
EDT, ahead of the two lead 
Matras. 
The opening hours were like­ 
ly to see each team send out a 
fast hare to try and draw the 
others into an engine-wrecking 
sprint. 
Ferrari has three cars and 
Matra four of the three-liter 
factory run cars—thinly dis­ 
guised Grand Prix racers in 
open, sports bodies. 
This is the 41st running of the 
classic in 50 years, drowing 
crowds of more than 350,000 
around the 13.460 kilometer 
road circuit — 8.4 miles. 
The race is the seventh round 
of the world championships for 
all 
makes—the 
sports 
car 
crown—with three more to go. 
Ferrari swept last year’s 
title, virtually unopposed. It 
stayed out of Le Mans, and 
Matra ignored the rest to de­ 
vote everything to a hollow vic­ 
tory in the national race. 
This 
year, Ferrari again 
leads the title standings with 95 
points, the Porsche Carrera 
fasthack coupes are second 
with 72 and Matra third with 
64. 
Ferrari has a record of nine 
wins since the race resumed in 
1949, with six straight from 1960 
through 1965.

Winning Triple Crown Now May Be 
More Exciting Than In 1948

NEW YORK ÍAP) — Can you 
picture Ron Turcotte, the man 
on the spot in today’s Belmont 
Sakes, in short pants, barefoot 
in a mud puddle and with a 
pocketful of marbles? 
He surely doesn't remember 
that afternoon in June 1948, but 
it may have been just that way, 
since at the time little Ronnie 
was just out of the first grade 
and waiting for his* seventh 
birthday. 
That was the day that Calu­ 
met Farm’s Citation became 
the last Triple Crown winner 
before a 25-year period that 
saw Turcotte grow only enough 
to become New York’s leading 
jockey this year. 
It also started a 25 year 
drought when 
a 
half-dozen 
equine athletes were able to 
win the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness, but came up 
short in the grueling, 1 Vi-mile 
Belmont. 
“It’s a strange thing and I 
can’t explain it,” said Jimmy 
Jones, who saddled Citation 
that afternoon in 1948 when he 
reflected on the quarter centu­ 
ry that has passed without an­ 
other Triple Crown winner. 
At the time, Jones said, it 
wasn’t at all the thrill Turcotte 
was looking for today with 
Meadow Stable’s Secretariat. 
“It was exciting, of course, 
but it had been done four times 
in eight years and none of us 
knew that it wouldn’t be done 
again for 25 years,” Jones said. 
Seven of the eight Triple 


Crown winners have turned the 
trick since the Belmont was 
stretched to lVi miles in 1926 
and all seven came in an 18- 
>ear span that ended with Cita 
lion. 
Sir Barton had done it in 1919 
when both the Preakness and 
the Belmont were shorter than 
today. 
Gallant Fox not only won the 
Triple Crown in 1930, but kept 
it in the family by siring the 
next colt to turn the trick, 
Omaha in 1935. And both had to 
negotiate the Belmont on tracks 
rated less than last. 
Then came the deluge, with 
no more than three years pass­ 
ing between War Admiral’s 
Triple in 1937 and Citation’s 11 
years later. 
Calumet Farm, jockey Eddie 
A rearo and the father son train­ 
er team of the Jones boys got 
the first of two in 1941 with 
Whirlaway and the most over­ 
whelming favorite in modern 
history, Count Fleet, followed 
two years later. 
The Count, who won the Bel­ 
mont by a whopping 25 lengths*, 
is the only Triple Crown winner 
still alive. He still strolls the 
pastures of Stoner Creek Farm, 
just outside Paris, Ky. 
King Ranch’s Assault com­ 
pleted the Triple in 1946 and Ci­ 
tation ended the string two 
years later. 
“There have been several 
horses since then who really 
had a shot at it, but for one 
reason or another didn’t win 
the Belmont,” Jones said.

11-Year Career Of Gabriel 
With Rams Ends On Bitter Note

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Quarterback Roman Gabriel, 
his 11-year roller-coaster career 
with the Los Angeles Hams 
ending on a bitter note, is going 
to the Philadelphia Eagles as 
he wished in return for two 
players and three key draft 
choices. 
The Rams got All-Pro wide 
receiver Harold Jackson and 
reserve running back Tony 
Baker along with the draft 
picks in the Friday trade that 
culminated one of the most 
publicly aired feuds ever in the 
National Football La*ague. 
Also, Los Angeles receives 
the Eagles’ top draft choice 
next year and No. l and No. 3 
in 1975— helping the Rams, 
whose draft stock was badly 
depleted by trades in previous 
years. 
“We paid a heekuva price,” 
admitted Eagles Coach Mike 
McCormick, who said he hopes 
to get two solid years from Ga­ 
briel, 
after 
which 
Phila­ 
delphia's top draft choice in 
1972, quarterback John Reaves, 
might be rea ay to take over. 
“I believe this will make 
Reaves a better quarterback, 
and a better quarterback fas­ 
ter,” said McCormick. 
Gabriel, who will be 33 this 
summer, became disenchanted 
with the Rams and said he felt 
slighted when the team ac­ 
quired quarterback John Hadl 
from San Diego without telling 
him. 
Gabriel, the NFL’s Most Val­ 
uable Player in 1969, suffered a 
collapsed lung then tendonitis 
in his throwing elbow through 
much of the Rains’ 6 71 mark 
last season but said he was 
healthy at the end of the year. 


After the Hadl trade he de­ 
manded to be swapped, first to 
Washington and then Phila­ 
delphia. 
In 11 years, he completed 1,- 
705 of 3,313 passes for 22,223 
yards and 154 touchdowns, all 
of them Ram records, with the 
NFL’s lowest interception aver­ 
age ever—3.4. 
The Eagles were 2 11-1 last 
year and haven't had a winning 
season since 1966. 
Jackson was traded by the 
Rams to Philadelphia in 1968 
and led the NFL in receiving 
with 62 last season. He bolsters 
a Ram receiving corps of Jack 
Snow, Dick Gordon and Lance 
Rentzel. 
Baker Is a 28 year old who 
saw backup duty at Phila­ 
delphia after playing at New 
Orleans. 
Gabriel was the Rams* first 
draft choice out of North Caro­ 
lina State in 1962 and became 
the team’s starter in late 1965, 
a position he held the rest of 
his time with Los Angeles. 
Even when he was winning, 
some Los Angeles fans booed 
him and at one point a rented 
plane pulled a sign over a 
hoipc game urging he be 
benched in favor of journeyman 
Jerry Rhome.
